Flatter myſelf that you, who are continu- 
ally endeavouring to improve Medicine, 
by finding out Methods of Cure for Diſtem- 


pers hitherto invincible, will be pleaſed with 


an Account of the Means by which I have 
ſaved the Lives of ſome Animals, that had 
actually the Hydroplobia upon them, and of 
others, that in all probability would very ſoon 
have fell into it. 

In February 1732, I happened to viſit a 


Gentleman, who is very fond of Fox-hunt- 


ing: A Madneſs at that time raged in his 
Kennel, by which he had loſt at leaſt thirty 
Hounds, after they had been dipped in the 
Sea, and had taken the Pewter Medicine,

as Specificks. He ſhewed me two that were 
actually mad. For the two or three preced- 
ing Days, their Hair ſtood erect, like Briſ- 
tles; they carried their Tails as it were twiſt- 
ed; their Bark was much altered from what 
it was naturally; their Mouths diſcharged a 


_ great deal of Froth; they refuſed all Sorts of 
Aliment, eſpecially Fluids, and bit at every 


thing that came near them, and in every re- 
ſpect ſhewed all the Signs of the higheſt De- 
oree of Madnels © | ; 

I adviſed the Gentleman to try what Effect 
the Turpeth Mineral would have upon them; 
upon which he_ gave each Hound twelve

which vomited and purged them gently. The 


next Evening he gave twenty-four Grains 
more to each Hound, by which the Diſcharge 
from the Mouth was much increaſed.

to grow ſore and painful about the fourth or 
fifth Day, that is, about the Time that the 
Diſtemper begins to ſhew itſelf ? It is further 
remarkable, that when the Inoculation does 
not take Effect, the Inciſions heal up in a few 
Days like a common Cut, and I have ſome 
Reaſons to believe we may form a Judgment, 
with ſome Degree of Certainty, of the Dan- 
ger a Patient is in from the Bite, by obſerving 
the Wound; for whilſt that remains with a 
Scab upon it, I look upon him to be in great 
Danger ; but when it once is cicatrized, I am 
in no great Pain for the Conſequences. How- 
ever I would not pretend to eſtabliſh this as a 


. certain Maxim, but ſhould rather recommend 


it as worthy Obſervation, to Phyſicians who 
ſhall hereafter be concerned in ſuch Caſes. 

It is a great Error, to think that every body 
bit by a mad Dog muſt neceſſarily go mad; 
I have known ſome Inftances to the Contrary, 
when Nothing had been applied by Way of 
Prevention. I remember a young Man, that 
was bit three Times by Dogs which were cer- 
tainly mad, at the Diſtance of ſome Years

is nothing more eaſy. Two Pair of Douples, 
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betwixt each Bite; and though he could never J 


be prevailed upon to take any Precautions, he 


never went mad, But in him the Wounds 
cicatrized as if they had been made by a Dog 


that was not mad. But theſe Inſtances are {0 


rare, that they are not to be depended on. 

The Symptoms of Madneſs in Men are 
too well known to want a Deſcription : But 
from what I have been able to learn, I am 
perſuaded that the Barking like a Dog, com- 
monly mentioned as a Sympton-attending the 
Hydropbobia, is, at leaſt generally, imaginary; 
that Circumſtance being only in a greater De- 
gree what happens in an ordinary Quinſey, 
when the Parts above the Larynx are inflamed, 
which neceſſarily muſt alter the Tone of tl 
Voice conſiderably ; and it is remarkable that 
the firſt fure Sign of a Dog's being actually 
mad, is an Alteration in his Bark. 

But I muſt mention another certain Sign of 


approaching Madneſs in Dogs,. becauſe I don't 
find that 'tis generally known: It is that all 
other Dogs will by a natural Inſtin& run 
away from, and avoid a Dog that i going 


mad, with Signs of great Terror and Conſter- 
nation. And of this I have ſeen frequent 


Inſtances. | 
The Difficulty of giving the mad Dog a 


Doſe of Turpeth Mineral, I find, has been 


objected by ſome as an inſuperable Obſtacle to 
the Method of Cure I recommend ; but there 


OT 
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or one Collar with two Pair of Chains to it, 
vill readily fix a Dog's Head in ſuch a Poſi- 
tion, as to make it impoſſible for him to turn 


and bite; then compreſſing the Skin of his 
Neck, with one Hand, to make him open his 
Mouth, a Ball fixed to the End of a thin 
Hazle Stick, or Whale-bone, is thruſt down 
his Throat without any Difficulty. 

That Diſtemper which in Dogs and other 
Animals is called Madneſs, I look upon to be 
Nothing more than a Fever, to which Carni- 
vorous Brutes are peculiarly ſubject, and of 
which the Hydrophobia is a Symptom. Now 
when this Diſtemper is inoculated into any 
other Animals, it does not appear to me won- 
derful that the ſame Symptoms ſhould appear 
in the Animals it is-inoculated into, as in the 
Animal it was inoculated from. 

I have known ſeveral Farmers in the Coun- 
try almoſt ruined by a Diſtemper amongſt their 
Horſes, which they call, I am afraid ſome- 
times improperly, the Staggers, and which 
ſeldom ſeizes one Horſe, without infecting 
many others in the ſame Stable. By com- 


paring the Symptoms of this Diſeaſe, with the 
Account Vegetius gives of the Hydrophobia in 


Cattle, I am inclined to belieye that many 
Horſes, ſaid to have the Staggers, have in Re- 
ality been bit by a mad Dog : The Symptoms, 
according to Vegetius, are a great Diſtenſion of 
all the Veins, Inflammation of the Eyes, 
Sweats, Tremors, Grinding of the Teeth, 

Beating 
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Beating themſelves againſt the Wall, i Wo 6 
after direct Madneſs. And theſe are exaQly 
the ſame with thoſe I have known attend the 
Staggers. 

I mention this, becauſe I would adviſe eve- 
ry Body, that has a Horſe ſeized in this Man- 
ner, to keep him ſeparate from all others, and 
to give all that have been near him ſome, Doſes 
of Turpeth Mineral, in Quantities proportional 
to the Size of the Horſe, and afterwards to 
make them ſwim every Day in cold Water. 

- That I may omit Nothing which may con- 
tribute to ſet the Efficacy of Mercury againſt 
this Sort of Madneſs in its true Light, J muſt 
confeſs I -heard it' was made Uſe of once, 
laſt Year, without any Succeſs ; but then it 
was uſed in ſuch a Manner, that none could 
be expected from it. Soon after this happened 
J waited, on Mr. Flyer, the Gentleman who 
firſt tried the Experiment upon his own 
| Hounds, and defired the Favour of him to 
enquire 'particularly into the Management of 
thoſe Hounds, that had taken the Medicine 
without Succeſs ; and was inforffſed by him, 
that a great Number of Hounds had ran mad, 
in the Gentleman's Kennel, and had probably 
bit every Dog in it; that the Servants being 
| afraid to come near the Dogs, to give them 
1 the Medicine properly, threw a great Number 
FR of Balls made with Turpeth Mineral and But- 
= ter into the Kennel; by which Means ſome 
wh - got more than their Share, and others — 
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1 4 fo that thoſe which got none went mad, and

n would not ſuffer him to give any Medicine a a 
d. Character, that he had not the ſtrongeſt Rea- 
ly ſons to chink it deſerved. Nor ſhould I omit * 
8 to direct Cinnabar and Muſk, in the Manner 
m mentioned above. 
er The Method adviſed by Dr. Mead is ; this: 
t- Bleed the Patient to ꝙ or 10 Ounces. Take of _ 
ne the Lichen Cinereus terreſtris, 5 iv. Black-Pep-

Then let the Patient go into cold war ; 
every Morning, for a Month. But whe 
through Neglect any Symptoms of approach- Y 
ing Madneſs Thould appear, I would increaſe 1 
the Quantity of Mereuria Ointment, and 
give Mercury in ſome Form or other internal- | 
ly, in as large Doſes, and thoſe as often repeat- 
ed, as could be done, without h¹azarding the 
Patient by a Salivation too precipitate. In both 
Caics I would recommend the Cold Bath, as a 
» Thing of great Conſequence, as ſoon as ever 
the Patient can make uſe of it without Danger, 
But in this Caſe, as in all others, many 'acci- 
dental Circumſtances will occur, for which it 
15 impoſſible to lay down univ N Rules: It 
rn therefore be left to th: Prudence of a 
Phyſician to guard againſt, and remedy Incon= 
veniences ariſing from particular Accidents.
